The largest settlement on the island of Brat. The town 
has traditionally been the centre of the stone-quarrying 
industry for which Bra{ has been famous since ancient 
times: in the 4th century Diocletian built his palace in 
Split of stone from Brat, and in more recent times the 
white island stone has been exported throughout 
Europe and even to the U.S. Roman inscriptions, 
fragments and sculpture have been found at Cad. At the 
cemetery is the former Benedictine church of St 
Stephen; at Vela Bracuta is the Romanesque-Gothic 
church of St George, built in the 14th century, the stone 
relief on the altar by an unidentified local craftsman. 
The church of Our Lady of Batko (Gospa odBatka) also 
contains a Renaissance relief. 


St Anthony’s altar in the parish church ranks among 
the finest examples of Dalmatian Renaissance wood¬ 
carving. The high altar has a wooden relief of St Jerome 
by Frane Ciofic-Cufcii dated 1578, an altar painting 
depicting St Roch by Jacopo Palma the Younger, and a 
painting of Our Lady of Carmel by an anonymous 
18th-century Venetian artist. The parish hall conserves 
an ancient Croatian document (Povaljska listina) dated 
1184. As protection against the pirates and the Turks, 
13 castles were built in PufciSca, few remaining, mostly 
reconstructed. The first of these castles was built by 
Ciprijan Zuvetic in 1467. The National Liberation War 
monument is by Valerije Michieli.

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Zadar 

A town in northern Dalmatia. From the 9th century 
B.C. it was settled by the Illyrian tribe of Liburnians. In 
Greek sources it is first mentioned as Idassa in the 4th 
century B.C; from the mid-lst century B.C. it became a 
Roman municipality and colony (Jader, Jadera). Zadar's 
ships (naves Iadertinorum) played an important role in 
the war between Caesar and Pompey. In antiquity 
Jadera was surrounded by walls (one with three gates 
was built by Augustus), and had a forum (95 X 45.5m) 
with accompanying buildings, a separate market 
(emporium) and an aqueduct built during the reign of 
Emperor Trajan to bring water from Vrana, 40 km 
away. 

After the fall of the Western Roman Empire, Zadar 
became the seat of a Byzantine governor. For a short 
time in the early 9th century it came under Frankish 
rule, but was returned to Byzantium by the Peace of 
Aachen (812), thanks in part to the deputation of 
Dalmatian cities to Charlemagne’s court which was 
headed by Bishop Donatus of Zadar. From the 10th 
century, and particularly in the 11th, its real rulers 
were the Croatian princes and kings: in 1050 Zadar 
surrendered itself to the Croatian ruler, and in 1105 
recognized the first Hungarian-Croatian king, 
Koloman, Pope Alexander III visited Zadar in 1177 and, 
according to a contemporary chronicle, was greeted by 
the people singing "in their Slav language”. Indeed, 
the see of Zadar continued to use the vernacular and 
the Glagolitic script until fairly recent times. 

In 1202, the Venetians captured the city, with the 
help of Crusaders of the Fourth Crusade. After several 
rebellions, it again came under the Hungarian-Croatian 
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kmgs, but Venice purchased it from King Ladislaus of 
Naples in 1409 and continued to rule it down to 1797 
and the abolition of the republic. Apart from a brief 
period of French rule (1805—1815), Zadar was under 
Austria until 1819. By the treaty of Rapallo (1920), the 
main city of Dalmatia was given to Italy as an enclave 
in the Yugoslav mainland. During World War II it 
suffered bombardment 72 times and many of its 
important old buildings were destroyed. 

The oldest archaeological finds from the Zadar 
arena come from the settlements of Arbanasi and 
Puntamika (late stone age). Illyrian graves with goods 
(mostly pottery) date from the 8th century B.C. on. 
Beside these shards there is often painted Greek 
pottery with geometrical designs, imported from Apulia 
in the 7th-5th century B.C. A considerable quantity of 
black-and red-figure Greek pottery and pottery from 
the Hellenistic period (4th century B.C.) has also been 
found. From the Roman period there are fragments of 
sculpture, frescoes, remains of villas, mosaic floors, 
inscriptions, remains of city baths, the aqueduct and 
parts of the forum. The surviving 14m-high forum 
column served as a pillory in the middle ages. 
Foundations of temples, arcades and other buildings 
have come to light. The necropolises of the Roman city 
have yielded weapons, tools, implements, jewellery 
(bronze, iron, lead, silver, gold), pottery, glassware and 
bone artefacts. 

Medieval Zadar grew up on the site of the Roman 
city, partially retaining its street plan. Inside the city 
walls and towers, strengthened later because of the 
Turkish menace, a series of ecclesiastical buildings, 
large and small, were constructed. The fortifications 
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St Martin, a detail of a polyptych, 1480, by 
Carpaccio (church of St Mary, Zadar). 


were mostly demolished in the late 19th and early 20th 
century. The contours of the walls can be seen beside 
the harbour and on the landward side; the foundations 
are preserved all around the city. 

Of the oldest, early Christian, architecture there 
remains the cathedral apse, parts of the church of St 
Thomas, the front part of the church of St Peter the 
Elder (remains of wall paintings, a Roman milestone 
from the reign of Emperor Tacitus), and the small aisled 
early Croatian church of St Lawrence (Sveti Lovro). 
The most imposing pre-Romanesque building is the 
church of St Dooatus (Sveti Donat), 26m high, first 
mentioned in a work by Emperor , Constantine 
Porphyrogenitus in 949. According to him, the church 


then bore the name of Holy Trinity, and had a gallery 
reached by a spiral staircase. According to the Zadar 
historian Valerio de Ponte (17th century), the 
construction of the church was traditionally ascribed to 
Bishop Donatus (first half of the 9th century). The 
church is circular, with three apses and a gallery on the 
upper floor. Only a few traces of wall painting have 
been preserved, on an arch above the main portal. Most 
of the building stands on the former Roman forum, its 
foundations being entirely constructed of Roman 
masonry, including fragments of pillars, cornices, 
architraves, and three altar stones (one dedicated to 
Jupiter, another to Juno). Beside the church stands the 
bishop’s palace, renovated in the Romanesque, Gothic 
and Renaissance periods; the present facade dates from 
1830.

poznaje njegovog biv?eg dugogodi?njeg vlasnika Nikolu (Nicka)

se naprosto zapodeti sa restoranom “Miramare,” jer je on jo?

Nick mu je bez 
okJijevanja pri?ao i upitao ga: “A jesi li i ti od na?ih7’ Bio je 
to autor pisma kojim su se bradani obratili iseljenicima za 
pomod, a potpisao ga je tada?nji predsjednik opdine Brad i 
kasniji dugogodiinji predsjednik Matice iseljenika Hrvatske Ivo 
Marinovid. “Odmah sam htio Marinovidu izruditi sav iznos koji 
smo sakupiii, aii on nije htio novae, ved mi je dao adresu tvor- 
nice u SR Njemadkoj, u kojoj je izgradjen podvodni kabel i 
sam sam poslao novae u Mjema?ku.’ Marinovid je samo 
zatraZio spisak svih Ijudi koji su dali bilo kakav prilog kojim su 
pomogli da Brad prvi od jadranskih otoka dobije elektridnu 
rasvjetu. Nedugo zatim sa Brada su stigle zahvalnice svima i 
Nick tu zahvalnicu ljubomomo duva, zajedno sa knjigom

posvetom autora dr. Derade i dr. Cizmida poslao bivsi tajruk 
Matice iseljenika Hrvatske i sada?nji konzul SFRJ u Van- 
couveru Nikola Jelindid. .. . in __ ,.

U ostalom, pola mojih 
vr?njaka je ved umrlo. a drugi su u Zagrebu, pa na Bradu yi?e 
nikoga i ne poznajem,” kaZe za ?alu uvijek spreman Nick, 
koji je u Watsonvillu stalno okruZen svojom rodbinom, jer je 
nakon rata vi?e od pola svoje familije doveo u SAD. 

Zbog svoje izuzetne komunikativnosti i sposobnostiophod- 
jenja sa Ijudima rado je vidjen gost u svim dru?tvima i organi- 
zacijama na?ih iseljenika, a u mnogima je sa svqjih 88 godina 
najstariji ali jo? uvijek izuzetno aktivni dlan. “Clan sam ?est 
?to na?ih, ?to ameridkih dru?tava, a u nekima kao?to je “Slav- 
ensko dobrotvorno dru?tvo” sam od 1922. godine. Cijeli svoj 
Zivot proveo sam okruZen Ijudima i bez dru?tva ne bih mogao 
Zivjeti,” desto nagla?ava Nick koji je 65 godina proveo radedi 
u restoranima i hotelima u Jugoslaviji i Americi. 

Danas niti jedna zabava, proslava ili susret na?ih iseljenika 
u Watsonvillu i okolici ne moZe prodi bez Nicka, njegovog 
govora i neizostavne piesme “Lijepo ime dru?tvo,” koju uvijek 
zavr?ava uzvikom - “Zivili.” Zivio i ti zajedno sa nama, barba 
Niko, u zdravlju 100 godina.

EACH PERSON FROM BRAC LOVES BRAC 


It is difficult to believe that there exists an old citizen of 
Watsonville, this small typical American city in California, one 
of the richest States in the Union, who hasn't once in his life¬ 
time heard of the “Miramar Grill.” It would be like a citizen of 
Zagreb never hearing of hotel “Esplanade,” or the citizen of 
Split from the wharf who didn’t know how to show the guest 
of his city the way to the famous hotel “Bellevue.” 

The chances that in the famous gambling places of Nevada, 
Las Vegas, Reno or Lake Tahoe you can win a million dollars 
are much better than walking on the Main Street of Watson¬ 
ville and meeting an older person who didn’t know where the 
“Miramar Grill” is. Because it is just there on the Main Street, 
number 522. For the past 40 years it has been one of the 
symbols of this famous fanning town. If you run into such a 
person, you probably met a visitor who just arrived in this town 
of 28,000 people and is one of the biggest strawberry and apple 
areas of the world. With a little bit more luck you could meet 
one of the 4,000 of our emigrants who live in Watsonville, or 
the second or third generations of Yugoslav descent and ask 
them for the “Miramar.” And among them there is not one who 
doesn't know about this well-known restaurant in their town 
and who doesn’t know its former longtime owner, Nick Derpich. 

The story about “uncle (barba) Nick” as the people of the 
island of Bra? call him, or simply Nick, as his numerous Amer¬ 
ican friends call him, has to begin with the name of the “Mira¬ 
mar Grill” in 1947. Nick bought the whole building on whose 
first floor the famous grill of Yugoslavian specialties is located. 
The “Miramar Grill” was and remains a gathering place of our 
emigrants, and Nick was one of the main organizers of assistance 
for the old country. That refers especially to his island of Bra?, 
whose rocky edges and birthplace, Pu?i?ce, he left in 1921, but 
he left his heart forever on the island of workers and peasants. 

“I recall very well, receiving the letter in 1949 in which the 
people of the island of Bra? asked me to help organize the fund¬ 
raising for the installation of the electricity to the island.” 
Tireless Nick, who many times in the past showed his love to 
his island, started to gather all of the people from Bra?in his 
“Miramar,” and he still remembers all of the words which he 
said to them. He told them:: “My brothers, as all of you know, 
we were all bom in the ‘dark,’ but now we have a chance to 
install the electricity cable under the sea to the island and our 
descendants won’t live in darkness.” 

He was the first one to write a check, and after him all the 
other islanders (whose list he still keeps with him) donated 
money. Nick remembers very well all of the details from that 
time. One day someone arrived at the “Miramar” quietly and 
without previous announcement. That unknown person sat in 
the comer of the restaurant. Without hesitation, Nick went up 
to him and asked him: “Are you one of ours?” This unknown 
erson was the man who wrote a letter from the people of 
ra?, asking the Watsonville emigrants for help. “Right away I 
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wanted to give the money to this man, Ivo Marinovich, who was 
president of the county of Bra? at the time. But he didn’t want 
the money, and then he gave me the address of the factory in 
West Germany which produces the electricity cable and I sent 
the money there.” Marinovich asked for the list of names of the 
people who donated the mogey and helped Bra? to be the first 
Adriatic island to get electricity. Not long after that, the letter 
of thanks arrived from Bra? to all of them, and Nick fondly 
keeps that letter together with the book, “The Emigrants of the 
Island Bra?,” which was sent to him a few years ago. 

Nick visited Yugoslavia in 1972, and all of the changes he 
found didn’t surprise him very much on his island.The electric¬ 
ity, the asphalted roads, the water, all of that was not there in 
his childhood, but it’s made on the biggest middle-Adriatic 
island, thanks mostly to the help of our emigrants, and to Nick 
personally. 

“I am the happiest person when I hear that my family and 
my island progress from day to day. I don’t need to go there 
every year because I receive at least five or six letters monthly 
and so I know everything that happens. Anyway, half of the 


people my age have already died, and the others arc in Zagreb, 
so on Bra? J don’t know anybody,” Nick always says, jokingly, 
in Watsonville permanently surrounded by his family, that he 
brought to the U.S.A, after the War. Because of his extraordin¬ 
ary communicativeness and ability to know people, he is wel¬ 
come as a guest in all the associations and organizations of our 
emigrants, and in many of them he is, with his 88 years, the 
oldest but a very active member. 

“I have been a member of six of our and American associa¬ 
tions, and in some of them, as with the “Slavonian Charitable 
Society,” I have been a member since 1922. I have spent all my 
life surrounded with people and I couldn’t live without them, 
says Nick, who spent 65 years working in restaurants and hotels 
in Yugoslavia and the U.S.A. 

Today, not one party, celebration or meeting of our emi¬ 
grants in Watsonville and nearby places can be without Nick, 
his speech and sonc “Lycpo ime druStvo” which he laways 
finishes shouting: “Zivoli. Long live together with us, barba 
Niko, for 100 years.
